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Crawford County Sheriff Kirk Wakefield 
said every accident that occurred last Friday 
could most likely have been avoided had peo- 
ple driven according to road conditions. 

Roadways throughout the county became 
ice covered and slippery just before dawn on 
November |, attributing to 17 calls to 911 
Dispatch that morning and creating a boom for 
local towing companies. Several drivers found 


themselves sliding into ditches, rolling over or 
crashing into guard rails. 

One accident, reported to dispatchers around 
7:30 a.m., resulted in the death of a 73-year old 
Gaylord man, who the Michigan State Police 
believe fost control of his vehicle on snow- 
covered southbound US-127, just north of 
North Higgins Lake Road in Beaver Creek. 

Robert Thomas Johnson’s vehicle left the 
roadway on the right shoulder and rolled over, 
killing him and leaving his 64-year old wife, 
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Velma, injured and hospitalized at Grayling 
Mercy Hospital. Both were wearing their seat 
belts. 

Troopers were assisted at the scene by Lyon 
Township fire fighters and ambulance person- 
nel. Mobile Medical Response also assisted. 

Sheriff Wakefield said drivers need to slow 
down when snow begins to fall and watch out 
for icing on the roadways, especially highway 
overpasses and bridges. If possible, stay off 
the roads until they can be plowed and treated.

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Grayling WWII vet adds to lore about war

LANSING -- “Our country need- 
ed us, so we were there." That's 
what 77-year-old, World War IT vet- 
eran Arthur Thayer said about join- 
ing the U.S. Navy at age 17 in 1943. 

Thayer, a Grayling resident since 
1956, was part of the Naval 
Construction Battalion also known 
as the "Seabees." He was stationed 
in Honolulu, Hawaii, where he 
worked on the docks shipping mate- 
rials needed for the war, 

He said he grew up fecling a need 
to help his country parily because 
his dad, Bert Thayer, served in 
World War 1, along with his uncle, 
who died in the war the day his dad 
enlisted. 

Thayer said he thinks being tn the 
military helped many people mature 
and they “got down to” business 
when they got home." 

"By the time we went to school, 
we knew the importance of what we 
were doing and took it seriously," he 
sid. 

“Many of us used the Gi Bill and 


got A's and B's because we got all of 


our partying out of our system dur- 
ing our service (when on hberty).” 

Thayer was no exception. He took 
his education seriously after he left 
active duty in 1946. 

He graduated from Central 
Michigan University and began 
teaching in 1950, He was an educa- 
lor for 30 years, at the clementary, 
middle, high school and college lev- 
els, 

Thayer remained in the Navy as a 
reservist and retired, after 27 years 
of total service. as lieutenant com- 
mander, 

Aithougiht Thayer never saw cote 
bat during the war, he does remem- 
ber visiting Pearl Harbor on 
November [5, 1943, and seeing evi- 
dence of the destruction from nearly 
two years cartier.

_ LANSING -- Despite past con- 
cerns,

Col. Stephen Madden, director of 
the state police, told Capital News 
Service that the move was consid- 
ered in the past but was put on hold 
because of concerns from the city of 
Grayling. 

He said he'd stil eventually fike 
to move Grayling's crime fab to 
Gaylord and combine many state 
operations in the same complex, 
“although it's not on his top 10 list 
of priorities." 

Current priority or not, city offi- 
cials remain concerned over the 
possible move. 

"About three years ago, we read 
in a Lansing paper that the state 
police were going to move the lab 
and we weren't happy because the 
city had just spent $121,000 to ren- 
ovate it," said Grayling City

"You'd hardly 
know they were veterans,” he said,

Many other programs, such as the 
Arca Agency on Aging, can help 
provide services like transportation, 
and those agencies should be con- 
tacted if seniors have needs beyond 
what the state offers, said Maureen 
Sorbet, FIA deputy director of com- 
munications.

Six members of Engine Co. 214 
Ladder If] from New York City 
visited Grayling, November |, to 
say thanks for the support they had 
received and to allow people to find 
out firsthand what these men expe- 
rienced on September {1, 2001 and 
its aftermath. The visit of Ray 
Strong, Ken Ditata, Marty 
Simmons, Chris Eysser, Joe Honan 
and Fred Saparito was sponsored by 
the Grayling Kiwanis and State 
Representative Andy Neumann (D - 
Alpena). 

Saparito was the main spokesman 
at the afternoon presentation at 
Grayling Middte School. He told 
the crowd, of about 100, how their 
firehouse, located in the Bedford- 
Stuvyesant area of Brooklyn, lost 
five men when tower two of the 
World Trade Center collapsed. He 


said the only reason they didn’t lose . 


a sixth member was that he was still 
parking the truck that responded to 
the attack. 

Saparito said firefighters who 
were not on duty that day got in by 
whalever method was necessary, 
including commandecring vehictes. 
He said the first thing they saw as 
they crossed the bridge into 
Manhattan caused “sheer terror.” 
He also said that firefighting was 
what they loved to do and they usu- 
ally had plans for fighting fires, but 
there was no way they could plan 
for what they saw that day. He 
called the attack, not on the World 
Trade Center or New York City, but 
an attack on the American way of 
life. 

He told the crowd that whenever 
the firemen were not on duty at their 
station, {hey were al the site, sleep- 
ing on sidewalks when forced to by 
exhaustion, grabbing a quick bite to 
eat and going back to help bring out 
survivors or look for bodies. 
Members of their fire station, and 
many others, were there twenty four 
hours a day, seven days a week for 
weeks, he said. 

He said their fire-station was for- 
tunate in that they recovered. the 
bodies of all five of their comrades, 
although one was not recovered

Police arrest local man for 
giving alcohol to young teens

arrested a local man for allegedly | 


providing alcohol to a group of 
teens hanging out in the city park 
last summer. One teen almost lost 
her life in the incident.

No information has been released 
regarding how the under-aged 
Wakeley obtained the alcohol to

If convicted, Wakeley faces a 
$1,000 fine and up to 60 days in jail, 
plus community service. A jury trial 
has been scheduled in March, 2003.

Whatever happened to looking 
at the ‘whole student?’ 


To the editor, 

After reading a recent letter in the 
Avalanche about a Grayling High 
School student being chosen as a 
Homecoming King candidate, then 
being denied the honor of riding in 
the parade, | felt compelled to share 
my experiences with Grayling High 
School (GHS), 

In 1996, I was invited to serve on 
the District Strategic Planning 
Team. | received a certificate for 
“Outstanding Contribution to the 
Education of the Students of the 
Crawford AuSable School District 
by a Citizen.” 

The goal of that team was to 
ensure the needs of the “whole stu- 
den’ were being addressed by our 
school, Our mission statement 
stressed. identifying and mecting 
those needs was of the utmost 
importance. It was apparent to me, 
at thal time, we considered our stu- 
dents to be the most important asset 
of our schools and our community. 
[can only conclude that much has 
changed since then, 

My son, Craig, a 2002 GHS grad, 
was denied the opportunity to par- 
ticipate in his graduation ceremony. 
Both my son’s graduation and the 
Homecoming King’s parade were 
once in a lifetime experiences, and 
each of these students were 
deprived of these experiences for 
what would appear to be question- 
able reasons, 

Craig has been on (and off) the 
honor roll, and has participated in 
baseball, basketball, and football 
throughout his school years. During 
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his senior year, he was dual- 
enrolled at’ Kirdand Community 
Cotlege (KCC) while attending

form «a. demonstration for new 
enrollees, he cagerly accepted. 
This, however, resulted in an “unex- 
cused absence” even — though 
Kirtland issued a letter of gratitude 
and recognition for his contribution, 
It was two hours too many of unex- 
cused Study Hall absences that 
caused him to miss his own gradua- 
lion ceremonies. 

One might accept this, a rule 
being a rule, except for the fact that 
the Study Hall attendance record- 
keeping is done by students and, it 
(urns out, is often inaccurate. In try- 
ing to resolve this problem, Craig 
had several absences reversed when 
he pointed out he had indeed been 
present on dates where he had been 
marked absent. 

A GHS staff member explained 
this by saying sometimes students 
take attendance and accidentally 
mark another student absent by 
entering the occurrence under the 
wrong name, 

Learning at the last minute -- after 


the cap and gown bad been pur- 


chased, announcements had been 
sent to family and friends, and 
arrangements had becn made for the 
celebration -- that Craig would not 
be allowed to participate in the 
graduation ceremony was very 
upsetting. Especially after it was 
apparent that the accuracy of the 
attendance recordkeeping was sus- 
pect. Trying to resolve the issue 
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with the GHS staff was just plain 
exasperating. 

Our School Board, President 
‘offered {o have the board review the. 


{natter at the next mecting, on June. 


17, when she knew full well that 
graduation was May 31. Our 
Superintendent stated that being cut 
oul of the graduation ceremony 
“wasn't that big of a deal.” (Is that 
the kind of statement that should 
come from a school 
Superintendent?) Our Principal told 
ine Craig could make up the two 
hours on the next school day -- fol- 
lowing graduation -- and then 
would be handed his diploma by the 
“after-school” teacher, 

Several schools, both tn and out 
of our area, recognize the years of 
hard work their students have putin 
prior to their senior year, and so 
allow all students to walk in the 
graduation ceremony. These 
schools may hand out the actual 
diploma later for some students, 
afier any outstanding issues have 
been addressed, but the student still 
gcts lo enjoy the expericnce of par- 
ticipating in the ceremony. 

Why doesn’t our administration 
look at the “whole” student’s well- 
being and recognize there are less 
harsh ways to deal with these kinds 
of problems? 

1 hope this ‘by the letter of the 
law’ attitude gets corrected soon, 
and the experiences of current and 
fulure students will be cherished for 
years (o come -- the way it should 
be.

Last week the Judges of the 
Trial Court published a letter set- 
ting out a variety of facts and fig- 
ures about funding disputes 
between the Courtland the Board 
of Commissioners. This follow- 
up is an attempt to make clear 
what is at stake for afl of us in this 
community. 

We all remember high school 
civics class, whether we enjoyed 
itor not. A basic part of our gov- 
ernment is that there are three 
separate branches. Our founding 
fathers took this approach in the 
Constitution so that no single 
branch of government could ever 
overwhelm or control another 
branch. This protection is espe- 
cially important for the Court, 
which has neither the tax money 
nor the police powers given the 
other two branches. 

The Courts are set up to resolve 
disputes between citizens and to 
determine disputes citizens may 
have with their government. 
Courts are also the place where 
criminal cases are decided, 

Daily, judges make important 

- decisions involving the safety 
and well-being of the community 
and its individual members, 
whether it concerns an abused or 
neglected child, an accused 
rapist, theft from a_ business 
establishment, or protecting an 
elderly person from being preyed 
upon financially or physically. 
Judges making these decisions 
have to rely on highly-trained and 
dedicated staff employees to keep 
up with the volume of work in a 
timely fashion. 

Because of the very nature of 
the hard decisions that Courts

What is going on now is differ- 
ent, 

Part of the dispute between the 
Court and the Commissioners 
involves whether there is a con- 
tract for certain benefits for Court 
employees. Frankly, that’s an 
issue that can be fairly easily 
decided by an independent fact- 
finder. 

The larger issue involves fund- 
ing for Court operations on a 
daily basis, everything from 
paper clips to a judge having a 
court reporter available so a case 
can be heard. 

The Commissioners have dras- 
tically reduced operational fund- 
ing for this Court. They did this 
while they actually increased 
spending and budgets for other 
county departments. If this is 
carried forward into the next year, 
the result will be that the Court is 
unable to provide basic public 
services to the citizens of this 
county. A Commissioner said 
publicly that nine court employee 
positions would have to be elimi- 
nated. The Court only has a total 
of 12 employees in Crawford 
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two years. One U.S. senate seat is 
up in 2006, another in 2008. The 
Michigan supreme court is always 
there.

than were destroyed during the Gulf 
War. Inspectors were ordered out of

“Since then, only inspectors from 
the International Atomic Energy 
Agency have been i Traq. looking 
at nuclear-related sites. “The UN 
sanclions regime has served to con- 
lain a full-blown effort by Traq to 
reconstitute its chemical and biolog- 
ical weapons programs and lo pre- 
vent development of nuctear 
weapons, In short, Saddam 
(Hussein) is less of a regional mili- 
tary threat today dran in 1990-1991 
and is nota threat to the rest of (he 
world.”
